Superintendent of Atlan- 

ta System Cites Report 
Made by Drs. Strayer 
and Engelhardt. 


Fourteen buildings used by the At- 
lanta’ public school system are de- 
cidedly worse fire-traps than the 
Girls’ High School building, which is 
being surveyed by a special commit- 
tee appointed by city council, accord- 
‘ing to Superintendent, Willis A. Sut- 
'ton, who yesterday quoted figures 
from the official survey made last 
‘year by Drs. Strayer and Engelhardt, 
‘experts on school problems, in sup- 
port of his statement. 

Mr. Sutton, in commenting for the 
‘first time on the agitation growing 
‘out of the fire hazard conditions at 
the Girls’ High school, expresses dis- 
| Appointment that the special commit- 
tees at its session Wednesday morn- 
ing voted to limit its investigation te 
the Girls’ High school at this time 
and leave the other schools until later. 


These Are Fire Traps. 

The school buildings which Super- 
intendent Sutton says are worse fire 
traps than the Girls’ High school are: 
Boys’ High, Tech High, Battle Hill, 
| Davis, Grant Park, Inman Park, Ira, 
|North Avenue, Ormwood, Peeples, 
Pryor, Williams, State and Crew an- 
nex. All of these buildings will be 
in use during the next school term and 
/no plans for improving them have 
been devised as yet, it was stated. 
| Three other schools, Greenwood, 
Frazer, and Faith, which are being 
replaced under the $4,000,000 school 
building program and which will be 
‘abandoned by the school department 
‘at the first of September, are even 
worse than any of the fourteen schools 
| mentioned above, Mr. Sutton stated. 
| “While I am in thorough sympathy 
| with the movement to correct con- 
‘ditions at the Girls’ High School 
building,” declared Mr. Sutton, “I re- 
l gret exceedingly that the committee 
| decided to limit its investigation at 
this time to that school alone, when

Remedy is Needed.

| ANOTHER PROP GIVEN AWAY 

Somewhere in his autobiography 
Ben Franklin advocates a method of 
debate which Ben Franklin did not 
practice; that method is used by a 
correspondent who asks why one is 
cautioned to avoid draughts and un- 
due exposure after sweating freely, 
why athletes put on heavy wraps after 
strenuous exertion, why baseball pitch- 
ers, crosscountry runners, boxers 
and football players take such pains 
to eover themselves with biankets, 
robes or sweaters when perspiring 
after hard exercise. If so-called colds 
are caught from others, why all these 
precautions ? 

I neither recommend nor condemn 
the Russian bath, but merely mention 
it as an instance of the harmilessness 
following excessive warmth and 
sweating. 

But when the excessive warmth and 
sweating bave been induced by exer- 
cise or work instead of artificial 
warmth, sudden chilling is likely to 
eause subsequent soreness or stiffness 
of the muscles which have been over- 


worked, because the surface ehilling 
reflexly inttnences the distribution of 


| “bloed (acting upenm the vasomotor 
nervous” mechanism which controls 


the distribution of the blood); if the 
cirenlation is greatly retarded or im- 
peded the blood does not carry away 
all the acid products of combustion. If 
these acid wastes are too long retained 
in the muscles they prove irritating 
and induce soreness or lameness. 

If this mechanical condition alore 
were understood when people speak 
of “taking cold,’ it would be unob jec- 
tionable. But unfortunately much 
is understood when “taking cold” is 
mentioned ; a great many persons still 
imagine that such sudden ehilling 
may cause such diseases as pneu- 
monia, bronehitis. meningitis, diph- 
theria, coryza, influenza and a dozen 
more. 

Here somehody may suggest that 
muscular fatigue lowers resistance and 
makes one more susceptible to the 
respiratory infections, hut the theory 
that fatigue lowers resistance to in- 
fections of that elass has not been 
borne out by scientific experiments 
or testa, 

The tendeney toward soreness or 
stiHfness in muscles which have been 
too strenuously exercised or in mus- 
cles unaccustomed to even moderate 
exercise, may be opposed by a little 
judicious aute massage. Think of the 
muscle as a sponge. Squeeze the 
sponge and it empties itself of venous 
blood eontaining eonsiderable waste 
matter (corbon products). The sponge 
immediately refills with fresh arterial

Bradstreet’s this week will say: 
The May failure report to Brad- 
street’s is a favorable one. the num- 


ber recorded being less than in any 
month since last September, and with 
that single exception the smallest to- 
tai in two years. Liabilities make a 


| slightly better showing than do fail- 


ures, the aggregate of these being the 
sinallest of any month since August 
of 1920. Compared with May a year 
ago the northwestern group alone 
shows an increase in number and lia- 
bilities, but the southern group, as 
for some years past. led in May in the 
number of failures. 

There were 1,467 failures reported 
to Bradstreet’s in May, a decrease of 
10 per cent from the shorter month 
of April and of 11 per cent from May 
a year ago. There were only seven 
more failures in May than in Septem- 
ber last year, a shorter month. Lia- 
bilities for May totaled $31,765,102, 
a decrease of 38 per cent from April 
and of 20 per cent from May a year 
ago. 

Failures for five months of this 
year totaled only 8,548, a decrease of 
2 272, or 21 per cent (103 a week, in 
fact), from the like period a year ag 
Liabilities for five months totaled 
$235,758,071, a decrease of $120,0090,- 
000, or 33 per cent, from the like 
period of 1922.

For Handling Cotton 


The Atlanta commercial exchange is now erecting a ten-story build- 
ing in which provisions have been made for a classification room in the 
event the government establishes at Atlanta a classification and arbitra- 
tion point in the southeast. 

This matter is now being handled with the view of establishing these 

facilities for the coming cotton crop. 
| It is understood that Atlanta is being favorably considered by the 
‘department as a classification point and also as one of the designated 
'spot markets of the United States. 
The warehouse facilities of Atlanta have a capacity for about one- 
half million bales of cotton and Atlanta is the headquarters of the sixth 
district of the federal reserve system, through which adequate financing 
facilities for the handling of the cotton crop are available. 

Atlanta is the logical place for the classification of cotton for the 
mills of the South Atlantic states. New Orleans, one of the points of 
arbitration and classification in the United States, is more interested in 
cotton for export, while New York, the other point, is more interested 
in cotton for the New England mills, and it is the belief that an Atlanta 
would mean a better classification for cotton con-

Stock Trading Smallest 
In Years, Barnum Reports 


Business Done Is Mainly 
for the Accounts of the 
Big Leaders and Pool 
Interests.

New York, June 6.—The _ stock 
market is still entirely in the hands 
of the Wall street professional ele- 
ments. ~ 

What business is done is mainly 
for the accounts of the big leaders 
and pool interests and fluctuations 
appear to be governed by the re- 
spective desires of these elements. 

Despite their activities, however, 
trading is on the smallest scale wit- 
nessed in almost a year. At ihe out- 
set of the market today prices were 
generally fair. 

Weakness developed in a few spe- 
cialties and this unsettled the gen- 
eral list for the balance of the after- 
noon. In the afternoon: a _ firmer 
tone prevailed under the leadership 
of the steels and equipments, while 
stocks like American Can and other 
active speculative issues were also 
bid up, giving the market a firm ap- 
pearance. Shortly after 1 o'clock 
news was flashed over the news 
tickers announcing that directors of 
Pere Marquette had inaugurated divi- 
dends payments on the common stock 
at the rate of 1 per cent quarterly. 

Regular dividends were also de- 
clared on both classes of preferred. 
The initial dividend on the common 
caused a sharp rally in that stock 
and stimulated interest in all the 
low priced railroad shares, including 
Southern railway, St. Paul, South- 
western and others of like character. 

Little concern was displayed in 
Steel trade circles over the latest re- 
port of the Church’ Federations 
against the twelve-hour day in the 
steel industry. E. H. Gary would 
make no comment on the report which 
was given much publicity in the lo- 
cal papers this morning. Steel men 
have held chat adoption of the eight- 
hour day would be uneconomical and 
impossible at present because of the 
labor situation.
